Edmonton, Oct. 3— Arrangements 
‘have been completed for the egg and 
poultry pool to take over the provin- 
cial government marketing service es- 
tablished at Edmonton, Calgary and 
Lethbridge, as a result of a confer- 
ence held yesterday between Mrs. R. 
B. Gunn, of Calgary, and Mrs. PF. EF. 
Wyman, of Calgary, president and sec- 
retary respectively of the egg and 
poultry pool, and George Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture. 

Details of the scheme by which the 
pool is going to operate these distri- 
buting houses have not yet been work- 
ed out, according to Mrs. Wyman, but 
the point gained by the pool is that 
it will carry on the work of the gov- 
ernment branches that have up to the 
present functioned as an aid to the 
egg and poultry producers of the pro- 
vince. 

The directors of the dairy pool had 
a meeting last night in the rooms of 
the association in which details of the 
‘cooperative scheme were discussed, 

“We are now on a solid footing and 
can safely go ahead,” declared Nor- 
man Clark, of Didsbury, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the pool, “There will 
be a number of board meetings yet, 
but we expect to have things straight- 
ened out so that in two or three 
weeks’ time we can make an import: 
ant announcement.” 

Other officers elected by the direc- 
tors of the pool are: D. J. Christie, 
Strathcona, vice-president; R. A. Van 
Slyke, Red Deer, secretary-treasurer, 
and J. Russell Love, who, together 
with the president of the pool, will 
‘form the executive committee.

(MACKENZIE KING 
| APPEALS FOR THE 


Aim of Government is To 
Encourage Settlement of 
Western Lands 


Edmonton, Oct. 65—The greatest 
crowd that the capital: city of the pro- 
vince ever mustered to. hear a discus- 
sion of political issues greeted Can- 
ada’s prime minister “at two huge 
meetings here last night. 

Pantages theatre, where the main 
address of Mr. King ‘was delivered, 
was packed to the rovf and doors 
long before 8 o’clock.} At the big 
auditorium of First’ Presbyterian 
church, four blocks away, the overflow 
meeting was very grent, and = from 
both places hundreds j-were turned 
away because it was inipossible to al- 
low any more in, this being particular: 
ly so at Pantages, where scores found 
it hard to be barred out and begged 
to be let in if only for a few minutes. 

Fully five thousand persons were in 
the two auditoriums. The novelty of 
having an address transmitted from 
one hall to another was appreciated 
by the big audience in the church, the 
speech of the prime minister being 
heard fairly well through the ampli- 
fier and direct wire. Later Mr, King 
appeared at the church and the stir- 
ring reception given him at the Pan- 
tages was duplicated here. 

C. H. Boivin, minister! of customs, 
addressed both meetings, as did Chas. 
Stewart, minister of the \interior. C. 
R. Mitchell, provincial Liberal leader, 
was chairman of the Pantages meet- 
ing, and J. C. Bowen, M.L.A., Edmon- 
ton, presided at the churgh. 

Premier King defined { the Peace 
River development as the spear head 
of the gouvernment’s immigration pol- 
icy. In immigration he thought that 
quality was as important as quantity. 
The aim of the government was to en- 
courage settlement on the land, not 
the drifting of people to the cities, 

“T think,” he pursued, “that we 
should have regard to the conditions 
of the country,whether railroads are 
already constructed, and try to en- 
courage settlement where there are 
railroads. But every government 
must have an objective, some point 
which can be pointed to as the spear 
head of the rest. And we are turning 
to the Peace River country as the 
spear head. We hope as we develop 
that vast area of the Peace River to 
work out a suitable outlet for its pro- 
ducts to the Pacifie coast.” 

We charged Mr. Meighen with lay- 
ing-the way for amalramation of the 
Canadian Pacifie and the Canadian 
National ‘railways. “Do you notice,” 
sald Mr. King, ‘how Mr. Melghen 
speaks of amalgamation. He says he 
does not fayor it, but goes on to say 
that if more money is put into the 
national road, amalgamation 


come. That means he is getting ready 
to talk anialgamation later, for he 
knows that more money will have to 
go in, That’s his ingenious way of 
jputting it—perhaps it will come’. He 
is laying the land for the future amal- 
gamation of the two systems.” 
When speaking of the Australian 
treaty, Mr. King declared that if 
it were found to be injuring Canada’s 
dairying industry, the government 
would not hesitate to amend the 
treaty or abolish it.

that his 
to Alberta\ was the same 
that he had conveyed to the electors 
of every other provinee in the Domin- 
ion. “I want to make that clear,” 
he went on, “because the aim of the 
government above all else is to bring 
about a more united Canada.” The 
;5overnment needed a strong majority 
to carry out its policies and “we be- 
lieve we shall get that strong major- 
ity.” 

One reason why parliament — had 
been dissolved was that, had parlia- 
ment been continued for another year, 
the voice of the west would not have 
been heard in as great a measure, “In 
the last parliament,” he added, “the 
voice of the west was not what it 
should have been,” 

Mr, King observed that Providence 
had lately been helping in the reform 
of the senate, “and now,” he said, the 
crowd laughing, “Mr. Meighen comes 
along and asks you to undo the work 
of Providence.” 

“As one old Tory after another is 
taken to Heaven, we are putting in a

CRGP ROTATION FOR 
THE SMALL DAIRYMAN 


For the young beginner handling a 
sinall dairy herd, a visit to the farm 
of H. Kiwell of Burbank, near Black: 
falds, would be yery profitable, says 
ihe Red Deer Advyoeate, 

Mr. Elwell has been handling pure 
bred Holsteins at his farm at Burbank 
for the past ten years and has now a 
well selected and well bred R. O. P. 
herd, of which any young beginner 
may well be proud. His herd are of 
Carnation strain and some of his best 
cows have records of 7,000 Ibs. to 17,- 
800 Ibs of milk per annum, with a 
eream test of 3.8, 

However, Mr. Elwall is very proud 
of his four-year rotation whieh he has 
been experimenting with for the past 
ten to twelve years. His land is a 
very sandy loam and requires to be 
kept built up with fibre and at. the 
same time by adding fertility and 
plant food to the soil, 

Mr. Elwell ships no grain, but feeds 
everything, Therefore he grows no 
wheat for the present. He £rows oats 
only, purchasing barley as he requires 
it, As Mr. Elwell’s greatest aim. is 
to keep his land in good ctlth, tull of 
fibre and nitrogenous bacterfa, he has_ 
at last decided upon this four-year ro- 
tation: Tirst year, oats; second year 
oats; third year, seeded down to pas- 
ture, using 10 Ibs of sweet clover, 10 
Ibs of brome grass and 1 bushel of 
oats to the aere, 

This is pastured the whole of the 
third year, In the fall of the third 
year and even after a light snow, the 
pasture is heavily manured with well 
rotted manure from the barnyard, the 
manure being spread evenly and fine, 
a manure, spreader, in fact, being 
used. This covering of manure acts 
as a mulch the following spring, pre- 
vents the ground from drying out, 
holds the snow and moisture, thereby 
encouraging a thrifty growth of brome 
grass the fourth year. 

The fourth year the field is laid and 
cut for hay. The field is then broken 
in the early fall, packed and dried and 
left ready for cultivation the following 
year, when it is seeded again to a 
grain crop. 

Should a farmer desire wheat in 
his rotation there is no reason what- 
ever why he should not follow the hay 
crop with a wheat crop instead of 
oats. 

Tho sweet clover is inoculated, thus 
insuring its producing nitrogenous- 
bearing nodules, which are plowed un- 
der ready for the use of the following 
grain crop.

Deprives Farmer 


Res. 194n1)Of Any Redress 


Under the old act a farmer could 
put his grain into any elevator and 
have it billed where he pleased. Un- 
der the new act, unless he is willing 
to ship it to the terminal with which 
the country elevator is affiliated, the 
country elevator may give him a 
sworn statement that he has loaded 
so many bushels of a certain grade in- 
to a car and he is relieved of further 
responsibility. In case the farmer 
finds that the returns are short or 
the grade is wrong at the terminal, 
he has no redress, 

It was argued that the effect of this 
was to retain for private terminals, 
the business originating at country 
points through elevators controlled by 
the same interests, and was felt by 
some that the new clause was a di- 
rect blow at the pools lest they ac- 
quire terminal elevators, On both 
these questions the elevators. were 
supported by the Liberals, Conserva- 
tives and some eastern Progressives. 

Another measure of importance to 
the west passed the house of com- 
mons but failed to get through the 
senate. A bill to provide for advances 
to the provinces to the extent of $10,- 
000,000 for loans. The senate did not 
feel there was sufficient time left to 
consider the question properly and so 
it was held up for another session—

It is estimated that from 10 to 25 
per cent of all crops grown in Canada 
is lost by the ravages of insects and 
that the annual loss in yalue each year 
reaches the enormous total of over 
one hundred million dollars. The cru- 
sade against this devastation whicly is 
carried on by officers of the Dominion 
entomological branch at Ottawa and 
in the various provinces, is thus of a 
herculean character. As circum- 
stances warrant it whole districts are 


brought under quarantine to prevent | ) 


the pests in particular localities be- 
ing shipped out on products upon 
which they prey. Trenches miles in 
length have been dug to trap the hor- 
ribly destructive army worm; aero- 
planes have been used to survey the 
areas infected with the spruce bud- 
worm; poison gas has been experi- 
mented with to kill grasshoppers; 
purasites of different species are bred | 
and used as auxiliaries in the gigantic 
warfare, and drugged baits are distri- 
buted at stratgetic points, that is, 
where it is thought their use will be 
most effective. In no division of the 
work has greater activity and vigor 
been shown than in fighting the vic- 
ious corn-borer. Cities have practic- 
ally been placed in a state of seige 
by men being stationed with rights of 
search to enforce the regulations and 
to see that no transportation of corn 
contrary thereto has been made. All 
of this important work has resulted 
in the saving of crops worth millions 
of dollars, The farmer, fruit grower 
end citizen generally are appreciating 
more and more the assistance render- 
ed by the Dominion Entomologist and 
his officers.

MEIGHEN DENIES 
THAT HE FAVORS 
RAILWAYS UNION 


Edmonton, Oct. 5.—With First Pres- 
byterian church packed to the four 
walls; with a thousand people stand-; 
ing outside the building listening to aj 
radio loud speaker; with five hundred 
more people seated in the lecture) 
hall at the rear of the church, also re- 
ceiving the address by loud speaker; 
with a battery of microphones facing 
him, carrying the message to thou- 
sands of farm homes in Alberta, Ar- 
thur Meighen received a reception 
Saturday night from Edmonton — that 
must live long in his political recol- 
lection, as one of the finest of his 
public career, 

Mr. Meighen, at the outset, stated 
that time did not permit of a review 
of every question of interest, and that 
he must confine his remarks to four 
main subjects—coal, railways, immi- 
gration and the tariff, 

“T want, first of all,” he said, “to 
answer propaganda of a malignant 
nature, that has its origin in Edmon- 
ton, and is directed partly against my- 
self and the party I have the honor to 
lead. An effort is being made to turn 
the sympathies of the C.N.R. employ- 
ees here against. the Conservative 
party, by the statement that this party 
is an enemy to the C.N.R., and wishes 
to merge it with the C.P.R., if return: 
ed to office.

“T wish to say here and now that 
amalgamation is not the goal 1 wish 
for the C.N.R., it is the goal I wish 
to avoid. 

The way to amalgamation is the 
King way—to choke the railway with 
a burden of debt, for it is the govern- 
ment, and not the directors, who ‘set 
the policy as to capital expenditure on 
the road. And here I pledge myself 
that if elected to power, I will leave 
to the directors, the task of direet- 
ing the road; there will be no inter- 
ference of a political nature, so far 
as direction is concerned, but there 
will be no waste of money in enter. 
prises that are ahead of their time, 
such as the King government has in- 
dulged in, and in this category I do 
not class essential branch lines such 
as the west urgently needs.” 

“Now, I wish to make this statement 
I will never regard election to power 
as a mandate to amalgamate the C.P. 
R. with the C.N.R. I would not think 
of such a thing, without a direct man- 
date from the people of Canada,” 

Mr. Meighen: took a bricf side ex- 
cursion into the much lauded “senate 
reform” which he declared, had taken 
the place of such formerly live ques- 
tions as the Peace River outlet, the 
transferable vote, etc, as the touted 
live issues of the day in the eyes of 
Premier King and his followers. 

“We heard of senate refarim 40 years 
ago,” said Mr, Meighen. “One and a 
half years ago Mr. King had a pro- 
posal to constitution of the senate to 
forbid interference with commons’ 
measures more than twice.

I 
predict that you will get no satistae- 
tory reply from the prime minister on 
that point.”
